THE NEW SLIDING SCALE—THE MORNING HERALD. 


Tur Morning Herald of Thursday says—“ It is tiresome to repeat 
that the objects of a corn law are not high or low prices, but 
plenty ; plenty, if possible, from home suply, produced, humanly 
speaking, by native industry.” 

This is an argument, or rather assertion, which was sometimes 
used years ago; but we hardly expected to have heard it repeated 
atthis advanced period, that any law the professed and direct object 
of which is to restrict supplies and sustain a certain high price, 
had plenty for its object ; there is indeed a contradiction in the pro- 
position. By some of the advocates for the corn laws it used in 
former days to be argued, and amongst others by the Duke of 
Wellington, that the object of the restriction imposed on the 
introduction of foreign grain, was to raise the price so high, 
as to encourage the greatest amount of home production 














by inducing to the cultivation of inferior soils. Now we 
are not unwilling to admit that the corn law of 1815, which ex- 
cluded foreign wheat except when the price was above 80s per 
quarter, induced a considerable outlay of capital and labour, to 
convert poor soils, which would more profitably have been used 
for other objects, into wheat fields. But these advocates of the 
system failed to see that their own scheme must soon wear itself 
out; they proposed that a high price should be established 
to induce extended cultivation; but they failed to see that 
the extended cultivation they expensively and unprofitably 
brought about, would make it impossible to sustain that price, 
which would be quite as needful to keep bad land in cultivation 
as to bring it into that state in the first instance. The effect of 
laws founded on such reasoning was, therefore, what might have 
been expected. The promise of 80s per quarter tempted men to 
pay high rents, to cultivate poor land, to lay out large sums on 
good land to force the cultivation, and when done, they found 
that their hopes were blighted by the efforts they had been using 
to secure the promises of the law; increased supplies lowered 
prices, and low prices were inconsistent with the schemes of cul- 
tivation promoted by the promise of high prices; farmers were 
disappointed and ruined; a reaction ensued; cultivation retro- 
graded to its former state; another season of scarcity and high 
prices followed ; and thus it has been ever since 1815; the country 
has alternated between periods of plenty and low prices, brought 
about and created by artificial stimulants and protection ; 
and periods of famine and extreme high prices as the necessary re- 
action. And all the varied and important interests have been kept 
in a state of constant excitement and agitation, each alternating 
between prosperity and ruin, as it was less or more influenced 
by the general condition of the great masses of consumers. We 
have had constant and regular cycles of high and low prices ; pe- 
riods of high prices, which, as long as they lasted, produced an ap- 
pearance of agricultural prosperity, but which invariably led to 
general and extensive suffering among the great masses—spread 
ruin among the commercial aud trading classes—led to diminished 
revenue, by curtailing the consumption of all articles contributing 
thereto, and to increased taxation as a consequence ; followed by 
periods of low prices, which for a time have again restored pros- 
perity. 

Plenty and low prices, brought about by the artificial stimulus of 
protection and the hope of high prices, cannot be permanent ; and 
must be injurious and destructive to the producer, His hopes are 
disappointed, and he is subjected to severe losses. The plenty and 
low prices, which on the other hand are the result of free and open 
competition, being based on no artificial expectation, but brought 
about by uvatural and legitimate means, by improved methods of 
production, or by greater economy, will suffer no reaction, because 
they meet the expectations of the producer; and in this case in- 
creased supply will only keep pace with improved and more econo- 
mical means of production. No system can be so injurious to the com- 
munity as that which produces such sudden and constant revolutions 
and fluctuations among our important interests as are produced by 
our corn laws. 

But the Herald admits that somehow or other, from an increasing 
population and other causes not explained, all our corn laws have 
failed mm their professed object, both towards the producer and con- 
sumer ; but as the last attempt is always the best, so the last corn law 
is to be successful in all respects in which the former was defective. 
It is to secure plenty to the consumer, and moderate and fair prices 
to the producer; and “ henceforward deficient crops are not greatly to 
raise prices.” 

The Herald says,— 

“ Now, so far as there has been time to ascertain the fact, the merit of 
the present law over its predecessors, is that under its operation the end of 
all corn laws, plenty, is more certain to be attained. Since its enactment 
we have, undoubtedly, been blessed with plenty, principally because of bet- 
ter harvests at home, but not a little because of its scale of duties ; and 
every nian who has watched its operation must be convinced that hereafter 
the high scarcity prices of 1840 and 1841 cannot occur under the present 
scale. . ° i Henceforward deficient crops will not greatly raise 
prices ; for foreign grain will not hereafter, it is evident, wait for the lowest 
duty to be released for consumption, but will gain admission by the payment 
of a substantial tax ; consequently there is not the least chance of a defec- 
tive harvest proving a remunerative one.” 

The corn law of 1£28 was succeeded by the years of plenty and low 
orices of 1834 and 1835, years of greater plenty and lower prices than 
laos yet been experienced under the law of 1842, and therefore, if 
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our late bountiful harvests are any earnest of the safety and benefits 
of the new corn law, by the same reasoning the law of 1828 ought to 
have been ina greater degree beneficial and perfect for its Sbiect. 
But not only is the new law to have the implied quality attributed 
to it of producing plenty and good seasons, but is to prevent deficient 
crops henceforth from raising prices. 

If the merchant sees a defective harvest of wheat; the price at 50s 
per qt.; the duty at 20s; with the certainty that in a few weeks the 
price will rise to 60s, and the duty to fall to 12s ; with'the further cer- 
tainty that, if he will only hold back his supplies long enough, his so do- 
ing will be a sufficient reason to raise the price to 73s, and reduce the 
duty to Is per quarter. He is now to be uninfluenced by all these power- 
ful motives to gain—to the saving of 19s per quarter in the duty by the 
same course that will secure him 23s a quarter more for his wheat. 
He is now to disregard all these temptations to profit and gain, and is 
to pay the “substantial tar” of 20s, while yet the price is at 50s per 
quarter, and prevent it arising above it, however defective the har- 
vest may be. To this absurd conclusion does the argument of the 
Herald amount. The sliding scale of 1842 is to be a fixed duty on 





a very high scale, and men are altogether to disregard the profits or | 
gains of business in order that this law may work differently from | 
all the other forms and modifications in which the principle has been | 


already tried. 

The evils of the sliding scale on the mercantile and general inte- 
rests of the country have become so apparent and glaring, that the 
Herald would fain raise hopes that the present sliding scale is not 
a sliding scale, or, if a sliding scale, that it is divested of all the qua- 
lities of former sliding scales. We have repeatedly shown that no- 
thing has yet occurred under this law which did not equally, in the 
corresponding period, occur under the late repudiated law. 

The sliding scale is charged with causing great fluctuations of price ; 
the Herald defies us to point out two years during the last fifty in 
which prices have been so steady as under this law; and, within the 
last twelve years, under the repudiated and worn out scale of 1828, 
we show several years of greater steadiness. Next, the Herald 
assumes, as a peculiar attribute of the present law, that imports have 
continued and considerable duties have accrued, even when prices 
have been moderate. We point to the same occurrence, to an equal 
or greater extent, under the law of 1828, but in both cases greatly to 
the loss of the parties implicated in the trade. The sliding scale in- 
duces men to import grain under fear of a bad harvest. It turns out 
a good one, and they are glad to escape a greater eventual loss, which 
a rising duty will entail, by submitting toa certain present sacrifice— 
this is the reguiar and beneficial trade of which the Herald boasts. 
Next, this organ takes credit for plentiful and abundant harvests and 
low prices, under the present law. As yet we have not had these to 
the same extent as we had under the late law. 

If menreckon upon any greater security against the effect of defective 
harvests under the present sliding scale than under that which has been 
repudiated by all parties as injurious and too dangerous to retain, they 
will be greatly disappointed ; and, flourishing and encouraging as all 
our prospects are at this time, the occurrence of the same events which 
we experienced in 1838 and 1839 would be felt with increased inten- 
sity proportionate to the extended interests and greater population 
over which they would now act.

on that sore question—What és to be done with the 
labourers? Now, what does the reader think Lord John pro- 
poses? We will inform him, for one thing, that the pro- 
osal is a shade less silly and insulting than that which we 
published last week, (for amusing the labourers with an occa- 
sional display of squibs and sky-rockets, &c.); but really, when we 
have said this in its praise, we have said all that we can. If it is 
a shade less so, it is positively no more. Lord John proposes to 
give them a dinner once a year!!! “ Better small fish than none,” 
certainly. A dinner is a dinner any day; and we advise no la- 
bourer to spurn it because it is not two. If we should advise him 
to spurn it, it will be for another reason altogether. But this din- 
ner, as we understand, is to be a good one ; and, moreover, it is to 
be made doubly savoury by being eaten in the presence of noble- 
men, clergymen, and gentlemen. They are to have “ the gratifica- 
tion not only of meeting with these noblemen, clergymen, and 
gentlemen, but also of delivering their opinions and of expressing 
their minds freely and without reserve!” Thus, says Lord John, 
“in another part of England are the services of those who live by 
toil rewarded.”” But we must do him the justice of quoting this 
part of his speech entire :— 

“ Though I should feel great hesitation,” quoth Lord John, “ in saying 


learn, yet as I cannet be accused of anything but a simple desire to promote 
those objects which have been so ably dwelt upon this evening, I may ven- 
ture to tell you how, in another part of England, the services of those who 
live by toil are rewarded. (Hear, hear.) I allude to Sussex, where the 
Duke of Richmond has set an example that may be followed by every other 
county. Instead of calling the labourers to the table after dinner, for the 
purpose of awarding to them prizes and distinctions, a day is set when the 
bishop of the diocese, the clergy, and a portion of the gentry and tenantry 
of the neighbourhood meet together in common with the agricultural la- 
bourer—(loud cheers)—dining in the same hall, at the same table, and pre- 
sided over by the lord lieutenant of the county. (Continued cheering.) Af- 
ter dinner the labourers associate with the rest of the company, and they 
have the gratification not only of meeting with these noblemen, clergymen, 
and gentlemen at the same table, but also of delivering their opinions, and 
of expressing their minds freely and without reserve. (Renewed cheering.) 
I trust next year, if my health permits me, to be able to be present at that 
gratifying assemblage. I have not yet been, and now speak from what I 
have heard ; but as the Duke of Richmond is my authority I cannot for a 
moment doubt the truth of the statement. (Hear.)”—Morning Herald’s 
Report on Thursday. 

The concluding sentence is very complimentary to the party 
named. We do not “for a moment doubt the truth of the state- 
ment” any more than Lord John. “The Duke of Richmond” 
is sufficient “authority” for such a fact, at all events, and just the 
sort of person likely to attempt to square accounts with people by 
whom, by his own confession, he has been benefiting annually 
to the extent of 2000/7 on the article of salmon alone, to say no- 
thing of the graver matters of corn and wool, by giving them a 
dinner, and casting an odour of sanctity around it by the presence 
of the clergy. But we must give the Herald's report of the scene 
which followed the delivery of Lord John Manners’ speech :— 

“The labourers, then, received their rewards, chiefly for long servitude 
and good conduct. After receiving their money, a glassof wine was pre- 
sented to each by Mr Milnes, who was very assiduous in his attentions to 
the poor people. There were but three or four women amongst the num- 
ber, but none were forgotten. Indeed, if their faces were any index to 
their hearts, we should say they had never been happier in their lives than 
at the moment they were receiving their rewards, on one hand to the con- 
descending and winning attentions of Lord Mexborough, and Mr Milnes on 
the other. ° ° ‘ The whole of the proceedings were marked by 
harmony and good feeling; and, amongst other incidents, Lord Mex- 
borough sung a humourous * farm-yard’ song, which the labourers appeared 
to enjoy heartily.” 

Very probably Lord Mexborough’s genius lies in the direction of 
of “farm-yards ;”’ andif'so, no one can object to his singing songs rela- 
tive thereto, in any company to which he gives his presence. But 
really, inthe name ofthe MEN of England—of those who have yetleft 
them sufficient blood and bones to go through their work with the aid 
only of their own honestly earned dinners, and who have knowledge 
and spirit enough yet surviving in the general wreck to know 
their rights, and “ knowing dare maintain them,” we must protest 
against any further exhibition of this tawdry, sickly, senseless, 
sentimentality, followed, as it is, by no worthier deeds than 
these. To revive and popularise the manners of feudal times—to 
have great barons and many vassals, is a miserable attempt—a 
thing not to be done. "T'were better that a people should perish than 
breathe the air of slavery and eat the bread of beggars. But to 
this point are these men bringing the poor. Where is “the bold 
peasantry” that we were wont to be told was “their country’s 
pride,” now? Happily the race is not extinct ; but at this rate (with 
8s a week per man, taxed bread, anda pauper’s dinner once a year or 
oftener) it must soon become so. If they are “never to be hap- 
pier in their lives” than when “ receiving a glass of wine” from my 
Lord John this, and “ condescending attentions” from Mr Mouck- 
ton that, they must soon become the “ craven, crouching slaves” 
that Exciisimen may have read of—perchance seen abroad, but 
never at nome till now.

A trifling decrease in the excise on the quarter 
can excite no alarm, when it is borne in mind that there have been

The total 
increase of the revenue for the year is 1,395,349/, and on the quar- 
ter 520,944/. But for the disadvantageous effect of the strange 
item termed “ miscellaneous,” which has no proper place in this 
account, the increase on the year would have been returned at 
about 2,160,000/. - 

We cannot help remarking, in conclusion, upon the singularly 
favourable effect on every branch of trade, so manifestly produced 
by the continuance, for a couple of years, of moderate prices in the 
great staple article of human food. The heavens have been pro- 
pitious to Sir Robert Peel. We wish he could see it to be his 
duty, and had the courage to act up to his convictions, to take ad- 
vantage of the breathing time of prosperity and contentment, and 
place our supply of bread, at least, for the future somewhat more 
beyond the reach of the changeful and capricious climate of one 
single island in all the world. There can never come a time when 
a repeal of the corn laws would have less instant effect than it 
would if accomplished now. Without the repeal of them we shall 
as surely have the return of deficient harvests, depressed trade, 
and inadequate revenue, as season succeeds season; and to leave 
a great practical, administrative reform to be carried, amidst noise 
and clamour, by a starving and angry people, who, when they 
varry that, are not likely to be content till they carry something 
else, which will be still less palatable to the present governing 
classes of the country, isno mark of a sensible Conservative Minis- 
ter—much less of a great, sagacious statesman. 








CONNEXION BETWEEN POVERTY AND CRIME, 

A PAUPERISED community and extensive crime are two things 
which go together, like substance and shadow—sound and echo. 
Given the degree of prosperity of trade—the amount of honestly 
earned comfort among a population, and past experience would 
enable us to state, with an almost arithmetical exactness, the rate 
of crime prevalent at the time. On a recent occasion, however, 
we endeavoured to show that such a calculation was becoming 
time after time more difficult of accomplishment, each succeeding 
period of depression of trade and accompanying criminality leaving 
behind it a permanently degraded race of beings, whom no future 
prosperity can reanimate with their former principle, and from 
whom, therefore, there can descend no progeny better than them- 
selves. There are thus moral considerations which for ever thrust 
themselves in the way when mere Economics may be the study ; 
and thus Laws which, in one point of view, are seen to be a blun- 
der, appear at the same time in the more deplorable aspect of a 
crime and the cause of crime. 

We find by Mr Hill’s “ Ninth Report on the Prisons of Scot- 
land,” recently published, that Mr Brebner, the Governor of 
Glasgow jail, a man “ whose name,” the Morning Chronicle justly 
observes, “ stands high in the annals of prison discipline,” directly 
attributes a marked decrease in the number of prisoners in Lanark- 
shire, during 1843, to an improvement in trade. Speaking of this 
decrease, he says—“ This very favourable result may, I think, be 
attributed principally to the gradual and progressive improvement 
of trade. Indeed, I have generally found that exactly in propor- 
tion as trade improves, and employment becomes plentiful, the 
committals decrease; showing that there are many who, in the 
time of want and depression, are driven by necessity to commit 
petty offences, who would decidedly prefer a life of honest labour, 
and take advantage of employment when it can be obtained.” 
The keeper of the Greenock prison, it appears, however—by no 
means such an authority, but still sufficient, we should think, for 
the authentication of a fact—makes quite a contrary observation. 


“T have observed,” says he, “that when trade is brisk, and there 
is plenty of money circulating, the number of commitments in- 
creases. This was the case last summer, when the trade improved 
for a short time; and in autumn, when trade fell off again, the 
number of commitments diminished.” And the chaplain of the 
prison confirms the keeper in this, giving it as his deliberate opi 
nion that “paucity in the number of prisoners has arisen chiefly 
from the long protracted stagnation in business.” We will only 
farther remark on this point, that the national experience, as col- 
lected and published in the general criminal returns, is confir- 
matory of Mr Brebner’s experience, as applicable to the Glasgow 
locality. Mr Hill himself, however, says im his report :— 

“The number of prisoners in Scotland has decreased by about six per 
cent during the last year; the average number in the year ending 30th June 
1843, having been 2,449, while in the year ending 30th June 1844, it was 
only 2,308. I should consider this diminution attributable to the improve- 
ment in trade, were it not that the number of prisoners has of late been on 
the increase again, although there has certainly been no falling off in trade, 
and a'though the present is the season of the year when it is generally most 
easy to get a living.” 

The Chronicle, in our opinion, makes a very judicious and can- 
did attempt to explain these discrepancies. “ There is nothing,” our 
contemporary remarks, “really contradictory in the two views,

rages committed under the excitement of intoxication, or stealing | 


from the person by females, whereas in the former case there 
would appear to be a much larger proportion of offences against 
property, deliberately planned and committed.” 


For our own part, however, we must repeat the opinion and (we | 


think) fact, which we have before expressed, that each successive 
period of depression in trade brings with it, and leaves behind it, 
a! 
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a certain amount of deterioration of character, in itself irremedi- 
able, and in its consequences sure to affect both present and fu- 
ture society to an incalculable extent. It is a fact not better as- 
certained in physics that bodies which usually float in water can 
only be sent to a certain depth without sinking for ever, than it is 
in morals that beyond a certain point in degradation of character 
a man can never rise in society. How much have those to answer 
for, who knowingly contribute their influence to the continuance 
of laws whose proved tendency (if they have any tendency or in- 
tention whatever) is to lessen the resources of the people in food 
and the profitableness of their labour, and which so directly tend 
also to the increase of what are called their crimes, though misfor- 
tunes would be a more appropriate word as applied to them, and 
the crime probably lies at the door of others!

Svcar.—The price of Porto Rico sugar may be now quoted at 
18s in bond, and that of a similar quality of West India Muscovado 
is now 33s, making a difference of 15s per cwt.— more than the 
same would cost paying the same duty on the continent; and as 
the consumption of this country is 77,792 ewts. weekly, it follows 
that the difference of cost paid for protection to colonial sugar 
during the week has been 58,334/.—the proportion of which falling 
on the metropolis alone has been 4,861/.; to be added to the re- 
spective balances of last week. 

Wueat.—The price of English wheat may be quoted the same as 
last week; and in comparing the price of the relative qualities of 
foreign wheat, the difference remains without material alteration. 
It follows, therefore, that the difference of the cost of bread con- 
sumed during the last week, compared with what the same would 
cost on the continent, has been 288,460/. more for the whole country, 
and 24,038/, for the metropolis, to be added to the respective balances 
of last week.

COURT AND ARISTOCRACY. 
VISIT OF THE KING OF THE FRENCH. 


The Court has been wholly taken up since Tuesday morning with 





the entertainment of her Majesty’s distinguished guest, King Louis 
Philippe. His Majesty embarked at Treport on Monday evening, 


accompanied by his suite, and arrived off Portsmouth early on Tues- 
day morning. Hardly had the towns people and the authorities fi- 
nished their /oi/e/te and taken their breakfast, before the guns of the 
Queen, 110 gun-ship, at Spithead, began to boom in the distance, an- 
nouncing the coming-in-sight of the squadron of the eagerly expected 
sovereign. This occurred at a quarter to eight, and King Louis Phi- 
lippe might have arrived much earlier. The wind and the weather 
were so fine and favourable that he neared our shores at seven o’clock, 
but knowing that his Royal Highness Prince Albert would not reach 
Portsmouth until nine or ten o'clock, the steam squadron was ordered 
to stand out tosea once more. The firing of the Queen brought out 
the three regiments of the line and the division of the Royal Marines 
from their quarters, with their bands playing and colours flying, whilst 
the whole population thronged the beach. This general movement, 
combined with the display of flags streaming in every direction in the 
town, and covering the yachts and ships of war in the port, presented 
a scene of animation beyond all power of description. Every moment 
this scene increased in interest. The French squadron came on slowly 
and majestically, each ship of war saluting as it advanced, and each 
battery in turn taking up the salute: the climax, however, was when 
the armed steamers entered the harbour, when the cheers of the po- 
pulation on the shore, and of the sailors who manned the yards, strug- 
gled in intensity of sound with the reports of the cannon fired by the 
batteries, by the Excellent, and by the Victory (Nelson’s renowned 
ship), moored within the harbour. Whilst the French steam squadron 
was coming to the mooring which Admiral Lasusse, its commander, 
had fixed upon a few days previously, the troops took up their posi- 
tion. They were disposed in two lines, each three deep, from the 
Royal Dockyard to the railroad terminus. At the inner and outer 
gates of the railroad station at Gosport, and in other favourable spots 
along the line of the royal progress, tasteful triumphal arches of lau- 
rel and other evergreens, with complimentary mottos, had been 
erected. From the moment she anchored, the Gomer, which bore his 


| Majesty, was an object of riveted and eager attention; round her 
| crowded every disposable boat or small craft about the port, whilst 


the most distant spectators examined her with their telescopes. Nor 
was this steam-frigate unworthy of their curiosity. She presented an 
aspect at the same time imposing and interesting. Her form is admi- 
rable, the wide expanse of her spotless deck, her masts, yards, and 
rigging show she has been the pet handiwork of the French ship- 
wrights, and that she is the favourite of her captain and crew, who 
manceuvred her in silence, and with a most seamanlike celerity and 
ease. Below she has all the appearance of a floating palace—the 
drawing rooms are as convenient as they are magnificent ; that in 





which the King received his visitors has its sides lined with crimson 
velvet, whilst in every direction you behold tables of the rarest woods, 
and luxurious causeuses and sofas lined with yellow satin. On the deck 
could be easily discovered, on one side, the French marines in their 
peculiarly picturesque uniforms, with their officers, and the band of 
the Prince de Joinville at their head ; the aides-de-camp of the King, 
Generals Athalin, de Rumigny; the Colonel Count de Chabannes; 
Captain Thierre attending the young Prince; the physician, Doctor 
Fouquier; the surgeon of the King, M. Pasquier; his secretary, Ba- 
ron Fain ; the Commissary-General of Havre, &c., all in splendid uni- 
forms of bright and different colours, were constantly seen crossing 
and re-crossing, ascending and descending, in the execution of orders. 
Amidst these moving groups were conspicuous the slight and elegant 
figure of the admiral in command, M. Lasusse; the burly giant form 
ot Admiral Mackau, with his aides-de-camp Captain Pelion and Page 
standing behind him ; nor was the more diminutive figure of the great 
minister of France, M. Guizot, the least anxiously observed. The per- 
sonage who, however, perhaps attracted the greatest admiration was 
his Royal Highness the young Duke de Montpensier, above the middle 
height, with a noble countenance. This youthful prince (19 years of 
age) combines a handsome appearance and a manly bearing with a 
gracefulness of the most striking character. 

The French corps diplomatique, headed by the Compte de Ste Au- 
laire, Sir George Cockburn, and the other Lords of the Admiralty ; 
the Mayor and Corporation of Portsmouth (with an address of con- 
gratulation, to which his Majesty made a ready and excellent reply 
extempore in English), and other parties, were presented to his Ma- 
jesty, when the Gomer was anchored. At half-past ten the arrival of 
his royal highness Prince Albert at the railway terminus was sig- 
nalled. All the officers and dignitaries aboard the Gomer were then 
assembled on the deck. ‘The King and his son shortly after appeared 
from below, and the approach of the Prince was announced by the 
shouts and cheers of the crowd. In an instant the yards of the Gomer 
were manned by the crew, and flags as suddenly displayed from all 
points. The Prince reached the main-deck, closely followed by the 
Duke of Wellington, who came, as Lord Lieutenant of the county, to 
compliment the King. His Majesty embraced Prince Albert a la 
Francaise, and repeatedly shook hands most cordially with the Duke 
of Wellington, which raised the most deafening shouts amongst the 
crowds in the boats surrounding the Gomer. Without descending to 
the saloon, the King and the Prince immediately proceeded to the 
railway terminus. When leaving by the train, which his Majesty did 
amidst every demonstration of popular enthusiasm, he appeared to be 
in very good health, and was evidently highly pleased at the enthusi- 
astic manner in which he was received by the people on his arrival in 
England. The train started from Gosport with the King, Prince 
Albert, and the distinguished personages who accompanied them, at 
eleven o'clock, and arrived at Farnborough station at half-past twelve 
o'clock, where carriages were in waiting, in which they immediately 
went off at a rapid pace towards Windsor. The special train was 
driven by Joseph Locke, Esq., chief engineer of the South Western 
railway. The royal party reached Windsor at a quarter past two 
o'clock. The King of the French was received by her Majesty in the 
grand vestibule. The meeting of the two sovereigns was cordial, 
“their Majesties embracing most affectionately.” A luncheon was 
served at three o’clock, and dinner at eight o'clock, on gold plate. 
No public display was made, the wish of the Queen that the visit 
should be looked upon as a private one being well known. 

After the arrival of the distinguished guests at the castle, little was 
apparent about Windsor to indicate the presence of strangers. At 
the banquet held on the evening of the arrival, her Majesty occupied 
the centre of the table, having the King of the French upon her right 
hand, and the Duke de Montpensier upon her left. The Duchess of 
Kent sat next his Majesty, and his Royal Highness Prince Albert 
faced the Queen. This order has since been maintained. After din- 
ner, and before her Majesty and the other ladies had retired, the Earl 
of Liverpool (Lord Steward of the household), who occupied a posi- 
tion at one extremity of the table, rose to propose the health of “his 
Majesty the King of the French,” which was responded to by the 
whole company with evident marks of feeling. His Majesty having 
acknowledged the compliment by repeatedly bowing to the guests, 
the band of the Royal Horse Guards at the same moment playing a 
French march, which is greatly admired by the King, and generally 
performed by the military in Paris when his Majesty appears in pub- 
lic. The King appeared much pleased at meeting several of the no- 
blemen who had the honour of accompanying her Majesty and Prince 
Albert to the Chateau d’Eu last year, and addressed all of them with 
much cordiality of feeling. After the guests had retired to the draw- 
ing-room, the magnificent album presented by his Majesty to the 
Queen was inspected, and the conversation during the evening turned 
principally on remembrances of the royal meeting in France last 
autumn. 


On Wednesday morning the Queen and guests promenaded in the 
private grounds around the castle, and afterwards her Majesty, rest- 
ing on the arm of the King of the French, and accompanied by his 
Royal Higness Prince Albert, with the great officers of state and se- 
veral members of the royal suite, went to St George’s Chapel, which, 
accompanied by the dean and canons in residence, they inspected. 
Visits to her Majesty’s aviary and to Frogmore cottage (the Duchess 
of Kent's) occupied the royal party next. A grand banquet took 
place in the evening in St George’s hall. The magnificent service of 
gold plate was used on the occasion, and the following had the honour 
of sitting at the royal table :— 

The Count and Countess Ste Aulaire, Prince Castelcicala, the Lord Chan- 
cellor and Lady Lyndhurst, the Duke of Buecleuch, the Duke of Welling- 
ton, Marquis of Exeter, Lady Charlotte Dundas, Earl of Liverpool, Earl 
and Countess Delawarr and Lady Mary West, Earl of Jersey, Earl of Aber- 
deen, Earl Jermyn, Lord and Lady Wharnceliffe, Viscount and Viscountess 
Canning, Sir Robert and Lady Peel, Sir James and Lady Graham, Sir Geo. 
Murray, Sir W. Freemantle and Miss Hervey, Sir Henry Wheatley, Sir 
George Couper, Lady Isabella Wemyss, Sir Charles Rowley, the Provos, 
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of Eaton and the Hon. Mrs Hodgson, the Hon. and Rev. R. Stopford, Mr 
George E. Anson, Hon. Miss Iyttleton, Mon. Guizot, Admiral de Mackau, 
Count de Jarnac, General Athalin, General Rumigny, Col. Dumas, Count 
de Chabannes, M. Thiery, Baron de Fain, M. Fauquier, M. Pasquier, M. 
Herbert, M. Hennequin, Le Capitaine Page, Le Capitaine Pelion, Viscount 
Sydney, Lord C. Wellesley, and the Hon, Captain Duncombe. 

The Duke de Montpensier, accompanied by Count Jarnac, and at- 
tended by Colonel Thiery, aid-de-camp to his royal highness, left the 
castle in the morning in one of the royal carriages and four for the 
Slough station of the Great Western railway, proceeding thence to 
town, where his royal highness visited several of the more important 
national edifices, and after lunching at the embassy, returned to Slough 
by the five o’clock train, where one of the Queen’s carriages was in 
waiting to convey him to the castle in time for dinner. 

Thursday was a noiseless day, Louis Philippe desiring quietness, it 
appears, as wellas theQueen. Afterbreakfast the new char-a-banc pre- 
sented by his Majesty to the Queen was brought into the grand qua- 
drangle, and her Majesty, accompanied by the King of the French, 
the Prince Consort, the Duchess of Kent, the Duke de Montpensier, 
the Countess of Gainsborough, Lady in Waiting; General Athalin, 
Colonel Dumas, and two other of tle attendant officers sect out fora 
drive. Their Majesties repaired by way of Sunbury (where they 
changed horses) to ‘Iwickenham, and thence proceeded through 
Bushy park to Hampton Court, at which palace the cortege turned and 
drove up to the gate of Cardinal Wolsey’s quadrangle. ‘The King 
and Queen alighted, as did the Duchess of Kent, Prince Albert, the 
Duke de Montpensier, and the other personages ; and they proceeded 
at once to visit the great hall and the banqueting-room ; after a stay 
of about a quarter of an hour in this ancient building the Royal party 
went through the state apartments of the palace, preceded by the 
housekeeper, and attended by Major Laurentin in command of the 
palace guard. ‘The Queen having conducted her guests through the 
principal apartments, accompanied them afterwards to the gardens, 
and also to the melon-grounds and forcing-houses, where a principal 
portion of the fruit consumed at the royal table is produced. The 
celebrated vine, which is now loaded with fruit, was subsequently 
visited by the royal party. After having examined the principal 
objects of note in this locality, the Queen and King, together with 
the other visiters, resumed their seats in the char-a-banc, and repaired 
to Claremont, where luncheon was provided for them. 

A notice on the Palace gates intimated to the public, that the 
state apartments and the gardens were unavoidably closed for the 
day, and the cause of this sudden interdiction being made known 
was the occasion of a numerous and well-dressed assemblage gather- 
ing round the gates of the Palace in the hope of seeing the much- 
talked of King of the French. Their Majesties were most respectfully 
received by the persons collected together, nor was there the slightest 
confusion or crowd perceptible. At half-past five the Queen returned 
to the Castle. In the evening a banquet was served in St George’s 
Hall upon the same scale as that of the previous night, the additions 
to the guests being the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, the Duke 
and Duchess of Mecklenburg, and the Duke and Duchess of Norfolk. 

The principal ceremony and entertainment that has taken place in 
hodour of Louis Philippe’s visit were those which occurred on Friday 
anes aE rH the installation of his Majesty as a Knight of 
the Garter, of which an account appears in our Postscript.

KinG or THE Frencu.—The Court of Aldermen, at their sitting on 
Wednesday, and the Court of Common Council on Thursday, agreed 
respectively ‘‘ that a suitable address of congratulation be presented 
to his Majesty the King of the French, upon his auspicious visit 
to her Majesty.” A conjoint address will be the result; but it has 
not yet been stated how it will be presented or received. 

Omnibus Law.—-On Saturday last, John Nash, proprietor of an omni- 
bus running between Bayswater and the city, and William Ramsden, 
a conductor of one of the Shepherd’s Bush omnibuses, were brought 
up, on habeas corpus, before the Lord Chief Baron, in order to be dis- 
charged from a conviction of Mr Jardine, of Bow street. The former 
prisoner was sentenced to a month’s imprisonment for furious driving, 
and the latter was also sentenced to one month’s imprisonment for 
misbehaviour, in wilfully deceiving a passenger relative to the desti- 
nation and route of an omnibus. Both convictions took place under 
the Metropolitan Act. It was contended that under that act the 
magistrate had power only to fine, not imprison, and moreover, that 
offences could only be charged within a week after their occurrence, 
which was not the case in those instances. Both objections, and also 
other more trivial ones, were overruled, the Lord Chief Baron (Pol- 
lock) holding that under the act 6th and 7th Victoria (the police act, 
on which the magistrates relied to sustain the conviction, it was com- 
petent to lay an information within six calendar months). He thought 
the conviction otherwise was good. By this decision the public will 
perceive that any complaint against a driver of a coach or omnibus 
may be laid within the period of six months, instead of seven days, 
as is generally imagined. 

Destructive Fire.—One of the most destructive fires that have 
occurred in the metropolis since the burning of Topping’s wharf oc- 
curred on Monday evening, and resulted in loss of property toa 
serious amount. The scene was a large space of ground behind the 
London road, Southwark, on which was erected a number of shops, 
known as St George’s market. The total number of buildings de- 
stroyed amount to upwards of 30. The origin of this fire, like most 
others, cannot be learned. 





MeErropo.tiraN Drapers’ Association.—On Wednesday evening 
avery numerous meeting of the members of this association, of 
which the objects, as detailed in the handbills and circulars conven- 
ing it, are to endeavour to prevail on drapers generally to agree to 
close their shops in the ensuing winter evenings at an early hour, 
and on the public to avoid late shopping, in order that the evils which 
the late-hour system of business entails on a very numerous class— 
the drapers’ assistants—may be avoided, was held in Exeter Hall. 
Four thousand was the number said to be present, and on the plat- 
form were many employers, medical gentlemen, and clergymen. In 
the unavoidable absence of the Lord Mayor, who had agreed to pre- 
side, Mr Alderman Sidney took the chair. Mr D, W. Wire moved 
the first resolution :— 

* That this meeting being of opinion that the present protracted hours 

of business in shops and other public establishments are devoid of advan- 
tage to employers, and unnecessary for the convenience of the publie, and 
further, being deeply impressed with the conviction that the health, morals, 
and spiritual interests of the assistants are thereby sacrificed, does there- 
fore now express its decided opinion that an immediate change in such a 
pernicious custom is loudly and imperatively called for.” 
Dr Copeland seconded the resolution, and offered his professional 
testimony to the bad effects of overwork ; and the Rev. Mr Hughes, 
and Mr D. Owen, spoke to the same effect,—the former gentleman in 
a speech of great length and considerable power, which was received 
with great applause. Mr J. Hall, of Bishopsgate strect, proposed 
the next resolution :— 

“ That this meeting cordially approves of the measures adopted by the 

Metropolitan Drapers’ Association to obtain the necessary abridgment in 
the hours of business, and now pledges itself to further tliat object by dis- 
countenancing in every way the practice of evening shopping, and calls 
upon the public, and also upon employers, to afford every facility for effect- 
ing a change, which will be of the highest advantage to the assistants, and 
will beneficially affect society at large.” 
It was seconded by Mr George Thompson, in a speech in excellent 
taste, and delivered in Mr Thompson’s own inimitable manner, which 
called forth very great applause. Mr Shoolbred (of ‘Tottenham-court 
road), Mr Ambrose Moore, and Mr Fuskey, were the other principal 
speakers. Some important subscriptions were announced, and a con- 
siderable collection was made at the door when the vast assembly 
separated at eleven o'clock. 

Furtruer Dreapreut Fires.—While the fire was raging in St 
George’s market on Monday night, the firemen received information 
of another large fire raging down the Dover Railway line, near Rei- 
gate. The fact was immediately made known to the superintendent 
in attendance, who gave directions for an engine to be despatched to 
the spot; but, on being informed of the distance it was from town, 
(21 miles), the order was countermanded. It has since been ascer- 
tained that the outbreak occurred at the village of Mertsham, at an 
extensive homestead, on the estate of Sir W. Jolliffe, and was one of 
amost distressing andawful character. The destructive element, 
besides consuming the farm yard, communicated toa range of sta- 
bling, in which were no fewer than ten horses. A desperate strug “e 
was made by the farm labourers to get them out; but owing to the in- 
tensity of the fire, and the rapid progress it made, they failed, and ina 
few minutes the poor creasures were buried beneath a mass of flam- 
ing ruins.—On Tuesday intelligence was received of another dreadful 
fire, attended with fatal consequences, taking place at Wells, on Mon- 
day afternoon, at the residence of G. W. Hayter, Esq. M.P. The fire 
broke out in a kind of outhouse; and, owing to the combustible 
character of the erection, it quickly presented one body of flame. 
Afterwards the mansion itself caught, and the destructive element 
wended its way along the roof, and reduced a great part of the build- 
ing in the end to ashes. Unfortunately, a fine young woman, 25 years 
of age, who was lying dangerously ill in one of the upper rooms, was 
found amidst the smouldering mass a shocking spectacle, being al- 
most burnt to ashes. From tlie circumstance of some gunpowder and 
lucifer matches being discovered near the outhouse, it is much feared 
that the outbreak was the work of an incendiary. ‘The loss is said to 
be between 2,0007 and 3000/.—On Sunday evening a destructive fire 
broke out at North Stotham, four miles from Southampton, supposed 
to be the work of an incendiary. It burned down the greater part of 
an extensive homestead, the property of Mr Priddle, consisting of 
several stacks of corn, barns, granaries, and other outbuildings. ‘The 
loss is very considerable.

ExvensivE CoNFLAGRATION NEAR GRraAvVESEND.—A conflagration 
of more than usual extent, and which has resulted in a loss of pro- 
perty to a serious amount, broke out on Wednesday night last in the 
village of Northfleet, about two miles on the London side of Graves- 
end, on the premises belonging to Mr ‘Thomas Mace, and known as 
Perey street farm. From inquiries made during the raging of the 
fire, it was ascertained that it originated upon the homestead, and 
when first perceived had obtained the complete possession of a bean 
rick in the south-west corner, and contiguous to sundry other similar 
erections, in the middle of which stood a large brick barn, upwards of 
100 feet long, 30 feet wide, and near 50 feet high, filled with grain. 
The wind, which was blowing strong from the south-east, very quickly 
wafted the flames into the centre of three more immense stacks, two 
of clover and one of straw. A great number of the villagers were 
soon drawn to the spot by the reflection on the horizon, and they did 
all that possibly could be done to subdue the flames; their labours, 
however, had not the least success, and whilst they were exerting 
themselves the flames reached a couple more ricks containing a 
valuable stock of wheat. The total loss by this disastrous event is 
rouzhly estimated at between 2000/ and 30007. Fortunately the pro- 
prietor was insured in the Kent fire-office. There is little or no doubt 
but that the fire was caused by some incendiary.

He believed 
the granting of two millions and a half of money to fifteen directors 
without any other guarantee than their own honour, was unparalleled 
in railway matters. He hailed it as a bright augury of success and 
prosperity, and a death-blow to their enemies [meaning thereby, we 
presume, the promoters of the York and London direct line]. 


Wevynitt Fair, Hampsurre.—This fair, which is the most import- 
ant in the south of England, was held on Wednesday and days fol- 
lowing in an extensive range of fields three miles from Andover, 
The fair for the sale of sheep, horned cattle, and horses, the supply of 
which this year was very large, and exceeding that of the preceding 
years. The sheep-pens covered many acres, and the trade was rather 
brisk ; the best ewes making from 28s to 33s, and good Southdown 
wethers obtaining good prices. The supply of horned cattle was large, 
but the trade dull, the prices being 12 per cent lower than the ave- 
rage of last year. The horse field was large, and prime cart colts 
made high prices. Most of the influential agriculturists and farmers 
of the adjoining counties were present. 

THE STRIKE oF Factory Hanps.—Lreps.—The strike of the hands 
employed at the principal flax mitls in this town, which occurred in 
consequence of the introduction of the new Factories Regulation 
Act, has, to a great extent, terminated. In most cases the workers 
and the employers have come to an amicable understanding, but 
in every instance the length of the working day has been advanced 
a little—averaging from fifteen to thirty minutes in each case— 
without the wages of the workers being in the least augmented. 
Sixty-nine hours of actual labour have still to be performed by the 
hands, with an hour and a half for meals each day, as a week’s 
work. The hour anda half for meals is generally divided thus :— 
breakfast, thirty minutes; dinner, forty minutes; and tea, twenty 
minutes. Notwithstanding that the strike of the flax hands may 
be considered at an end, about 220 turned out of the silk mill of 
Messrs Holdforth on Monday morning. They refuse to allow their 
working hours to be lengthened, even to the extent of ten minutes 
a day, without some increase of wages. They, like the hands at 
the flax mills, are obtaining an average sum of about 5s 9d or 63 
a week. 

A Juvenite Incenptany.—At the Battle petty sessions, on Tues- 
day, a boy named William Ralph, only nine years of age, was charged 
with having on the Ist of October set fire to a faggot stack, the pro- 
perty of Mr Thomas Stapley, of Ashburnham. The evidence was 
quite conclusive that the fire was the act of the boy, and that it ex- 
tended to and consumed three other stacks. The boy had confessed 
to several persons that he set the stack on fire, because he thought 
that if the faggots were destroyed, his master would have another 
stack built on the spot, and that he should get a job. Mr Stapley 
valued the stack at 5/,in which amount and costs the bench fined the 
delinquent, who, in default of payment, was committed to the house 
of correction at Lewes, for two months’ hard labour. 


Apsournep Inquest at Haswert Cortiery.— Wednesday, the 
Coroner and jury resumed their inquiries as to the cause of the late 
disastrous explosion and melancholy loss of life at Haswell Colliery. 
The jury room was crowded to excess, and the liveliest interest was 
evinced by every one present. Dr Farraday and Charles Lyall, Esq., 
were present. These gentlemen had been sent down by Government 
to watch over, and assist in the investigation. So far as the inquiry 
proceeded no new fact had been disclosed, nor had any clue been ob- 
tained as to the immediate cause of the explosion. Dr Farraday and 
Mr Lyall were to have gone down on Thursday, and the jury ad- 
journed till Friday (yesterday) morning. In the meantime it has 
been aunounced that the owners of the colliery have contributed 
500 guineas, and other coal proprietors in the district 1007 indi- 
vidually, in aid of the families left by the victims of the late explo- 
sion. Mr Bright, too, M.P. for the city of Durham, has sent fifty 
pounds, as his contribution for the relief of the sufferers. 


Serrous Raiway Accipent—Soutn Suretps.—Every Tuesday 
morning, at five o’clock, a special train leaves the Brandling Junc- 
tion station, South Shields, for the convenience of the butchers attend- 
ing Newcastle cattle market. * On the morning of Tuesday last this 
train left as usual, but had not proceeded far when an engine was 
seen coming the contrary way at a great speed; the engineman on 
the latter immediately reversed his power, and proceeded back, but, 
as the other engine was proceeding at such a dreadful rate, the en- 
gineman, seeing the danger, leaped from the passenger train, and, me- 
lancholy to state, she ran off without any one to manage the engine ; 
and had it not been for some carriages on the way, and impediments 
at the station at Shields, she must have gone over the wall at the 
terminus, nearly twenty feet high. Scarcely a passenger has escaped 
without some injury. One poor man, Mr Brown, is dead, and several 
others have legs broken and other serious bruises. [Another of the 
passengers, named Joseph Burrell, has since died. A coroner's in- 
quest sat on Wednesday, and by adjournment on Thursday, on the 
death of Brown. ‘Their verdict is stated in our Postscript.]

In immediate attendance on her 
last moments were, his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, his hrother, 
the Hon. E. H. A’Court, M. P. for Tamworth, captain in the navy ; 
her son, the Hon. W. H. Ashe A’Court Holmes, M, P. for the Iste of 
Wight; the Hon. Miss A’Court, daughter, and Mrs Pennett, sister 
of the late Baroness. Her ladyship was second daughter of the late 
Hon. William Henry Bouverie, and grand-daughter to the Earl of 
Radnor ; she was bornin 1783. 





SCOTLAND. 

University or Evrnspurcu.—On Friday, in presence of the Lord 
Provost, a number of the Town Council, and the authorities of the 
University, Dr William Gregory was inducted to the office of profes- 
sor of chemistry, which was first illustrated by his ancestor 170 years 
ago, and has been filled, with rare intermissions, since, by members 
of his family. 

Dr Justus Lirnic.—The freedom of the city of Edinburgh was, 
on Tuesday last, conferred upon this distinguished savan. He after- 
wards dined with the Lord Provost, along with a number of other 
scientific gentlemen. 

WEL.LINGTON Starve at Grascow.—The inauguration of this sta- 
tue took place on Tuesday. It was done in the midst of great mili- 
tary pomp, and accompanied with a speech from Sheriff Alison on the 
virtues of the hero. The statue is described as a piece of unequalled 
workmanship. It is by Marochetti.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


Tanit1 acatn.—There arrived off Falmouth on last Sunday night 
the bark Arachne, from Sydney, New South Wales, whence she 
sailed on the 6th of June for London. She landed her mails and 
passengers, among the latter of whom was Lieutenant Rose, of her 
Majesty’s sloop Hazard, who is the bearer of some important intelli- 
gence to the Government, in connexion with a fresh outrage com- 
mitted on the British flag at Tahiti, on the 4th of April, by the 
French commodore, Bruat, in command at that island. From what 
we can gather, it appears that the J/azard, Commander Bell, on her 
passage from the Sandwich Islands to Sydney, received instructions 
from Admiral Thomas, of her Majesty’s ship Dudlin, lying at the 
former port, to touch at Tahiti, with despatches for the acting British 
Consul there. At the same time, Captain Bell was specially charged 
by the admiral not to recognize the French authority in the execu- 
tion of this mission. Accordingly, on the date above mentioned, the 


Hazard arrived off Tahiti, and having despatched a boat and four 
hands, under command of Lieutenant Rose, to her Majesty’s ship 
Basilisk, lying at anchor in the roadstead, they were interrupted in 
their passage thither by a Jarge armed barge belonging to one of the 
French frigates, the officer on board of which stated that he had 
orders to take the British boat and crew to his commodore. This act 
Lieutenant Rose protested against, when, the French being about to 
use force, Lieutenant Rose at once surrendered his sword, and stated 
that he considered himself their prisoner. They were then taken 
alongside the French frigate and detained some hours, after which 
they were released and allowed to go on shore, the French Admiral 
afterwards sending an apology to Commander Bell, of the Hazard, 
for the interruption. On Lieutenant Rose’s return to the Hazard 
she immediately sailed for Sydney, and we understand Lieutenant 
Rose has come home expressly with despatches to the Admiralty, 
detailing the affair. 

Srain.—Espartero has addressed a manifesto to his countrymen, 
of date the 10th:—* The Duke de la Victoria to his Countrymen.— 
On the 10th of October 1844, her Majesty, Queen Isabel LI, is con- 
stitutionally called upon, in conformity with the fundamental law of 
the monarchy, to begin to govern the kingdom. On this day, dis- 
charging a pledge of loyalty, honour, and conscience, I was to have 
placed in her Majesty’s hands the royal authority which the Cortes, 
in virtue of their constitutional prerogative, had deposited in mine. 
From the moment the national will selected me amongst my fellow- 
citizens to clevate me to the regency, I looked forward to this day 
as to the brightest of my public station, when, from the pinnacle of 
supreme power, I was to have descended to the quietude of domestie 
lite, devoting my last words to the banner of the constitution which 
the people had raised to recover their liberties ; that glorious banner 
under which the people had shed their blood, and with which they 
had, twice during the present age, saved the dynasty of their sove- 
reigns. Providence, however, has not allowed the accomplishment 
of my hopes; and, instead of speaking to you surrounded by the 
splendour of a royal and solemn ceremony, I address you from my 
exile.—[ After vindicating his conduct during the latter days of his 
regency, he proceeds :]—Spaniards,—As the constitutional represen- 
tative of the throne, 1 could not silently see the destruction of the 
monarchical principle ; intrusted with Royal authority, I was bound 
to guard it against every aggression ; invested with executive power, 
it was my duty to raise my voice when [ beheld all the laws trampled 
under foot. The aim of my protest was to avoid the pernicious pre- 
cedent of countenancing, in the name of the throne, the destruction 
of the throne itself. It was not a war-cry; it spoke not to passions 
or parties; it was the plain statement of a fact, the defence of prin- 
ciples, and an appeal to posterity. Removed from you, Spaniards, the 
slightest complaint in the kingdom has found an echo in my breast ; 
not asingle victim has been bereft of my compassion. When cir- 
cumstances may allow me to return to my beloved country, I, as one 
issued from the peopie, shall again dwell among the people—unmoved 
either by rancour or recollections; satisfied with the share which has 
fallen to my lot in securing public freedom, the enjoyment of its ad- 
vantages will be my only desire in my private station ; but, if the 
institutions recovered by the Spaniards should be endangered, the 
nation, to whose cal! I have ever responded, shall find me ready to 
offer my life in her support. If Providence, however, in its inscruta- 
ble decrees, should doom me to die in exile, resigned to my fate, my 
last and most fervent prayers will be for the independence, the liberty, 
and the glory of my country.” 














CORRESPONDENCE AND ANSWERS TO INQUIRIES. 
VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 

Sir,—The frequent recurrence of these sad disasters makes the 
heart of every man, who has a proper feeling for his fellow man, “sick 
to the core,” and many have asked, “is there no doing without the 
article the procuring of which causes such a woeful waste of human 
life?” But it cannot be; we have no substitute for coals; they have 
become one of the greatest necessaries. I verily believe, if every 


| stick growing in the kingdom was cut down and converted into fuel, 


At the | 





it would not suffice for firing five years. No; we can do without 
the spinning jenny or the steam engine, though the loss of them 
would be beyond calculation, as even they could not be worked with- 
out coals; but coals, precious coals, cannot be done without. Eng- 
land would not be great long without them,—soon it would be Little 
Britain ; it would be what Napoleon, in the fullness of his power, 
threatened to make it—a country fit only for foxes and wolves to 
dwell in. Buta preyentative for these direful explosions is wanted, 
and as I have had some experience in ventilating ships, and also 
digging wells for water in this county, where the foul air abounds, 
I venture to suggest what is a cure in these cases would be as effec- 
tual in coal mines, only they must be on a much larger scale. It is, 
then, a wind-sail, and if sufficiently large, and used when there isa 
brisk wind, would in a few hours blow out every particle of the ex- 
plosive gas; and if kept in use would render the pits as sweet and 
wholesome as they are at the top of the shafts. I remember, in one 
of my voyages across the Atlantic (it was in July, 1828), the steerage 
was very much crowded with passengers, and many were sick and 
confined to their berths, consequently, the air the people breathed 
was almost pestilential, and the heat was so great that the thermome- 
ter stood at 80 degrees. Every one expected a pestilence would 
break out, when a small wind-sail was used, and in half an hour 
every vestige of bad smell was blown out, the thermometer fell to 
54 degrees, and some of the sick were so cold that they requested to 
be carried on deck that they might get warm. Now this was from 
a small one, say four or five feet wide at the top, and the chimney 
five inches in diameter. The size 1 would recommend for a coal pit 
of 150 fathoms deep should be twenty yards wide, with a chimne 

two feet in diameter, made of the best sail cloth, to reach to withip 
two feet of the bottom of the down shaft. If found to answer, g 
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cast iron tube might be substituted for the chimney, which might be 
always standing in the shaft. I firmly believe if this plan is adopted 
and used properly, we shall hear no more of explosions in coal pits. 
In addition to ventilation, I would strongly recommend the clearing 
away all waste small coals, as they lie in a damp state, and, like a hot- 
bed, generate gas, which when accumulated in large masses, and 
coming in contact in any way with fire, explodes and causes these 
sacrifices at which humanity shudders.—I am, sir, your obedient 
servant, A Maw or MippLesex.

THE GAME LAWS. 

Srr,—Having just seen in the Economist of the 28th September, 
the masterly essay on the Game Laws, and as there is now so great 
a probability of these being remodelled upon something like a rea- 
sonable basis, I beg to make a few additional statements of the griev- 
ances suffered by the farmer, trusting to your means for these reach- 
ing the notice of the reforming statesman, whoever he may be, who 
undertakes the task, as we find after all the press must be our “ mi- 
nister of griefs,” witil her Majesty follows the example of his Majesty 
of Prussia. Now, though I am willing to grant, that the occupier of 
the soil, who takes his farm with a reservation to the landlord ot the 
game, has no more right to the hares and the pheasants than he has 
to the timber or the coal; yet there is this difference between the 
two—in the latter case he is entitled to have the damage done him by 
the destruction of his crops fairly estimated and appraised, the amount 
of which is honourably paid him by the lessee, or deducted from his 
rent when caused by the agents of the landlord, but such is scarcely 
ever the case with game, though in consequence of a wet autumn or 
severe winter the destruction may be great indeed ; besides, by the 
exertions of an active vigilant keeper, or the employment of a few 
more watchers, the heads of game may be doubled, and the damage 
augmented tenfold. In preserving pheasants and partridges, hares 
and rabbits are also protected until they are so numerous as to cause 
much needless waste, and this makes the farmer look upon the sweep- 
net of the poacher as a God-send. As but few landlords have the 





liberality to allow their farmers to kill the surplus by fair means, 
they are encouraged to increase at his expense, till they are so 
numerous as to tempt the needy poacher to brave fine and impri- 
sonment for an hour’s risk, which will frequently yicld him a 
week or fortnight’s wages. 1 confess 1 should like to see the land let 


| subject to valuation and deduction for waste by game, as well as 





for waste by the exercise of any other manorial right ; the sums 
then awarded to the tenant would make the owner pause, ponder, and 
look at the value of the game and the expence of taking it, or rather 
protecting it, as the phrase is. Before I finish I shall mention a plan 
by which the whole of the latter may be saved and the game pre- 
served, by making every farmer his own gamekeeper, and thus do 
away with a set of officials who are in general the source of much 
mischief between parties whose interest ought to be the same. Yes, 
the keeper, having the ear of his master, whose weak side he knows is 
to have abundance of game, is ready if the farmer does not treat 
him with extra respect, or bribe him with good fare, to sow dissen- 
sion, by merely insinuating that he winks at the destruction of the 
game, or occasionally pots a hare or a partridge. Any plan which 
could dispense with their services would be hailed with satisfaction 
both by the farmer and the land agent, though, perhaps, submitted 
to as a necessary evil at present. Take the nuisance of rabbits ; 
why, these being too frequently the perquisite of the keeper, must 
not be disturbed ; they often yield as much as the salary given by 
the proprietor, and this at double the loss to the farmer, as has been 
sufficiently explained at agricultural meetings. 

The game laws will hereafter be pointed out as a glaring instance 
of that passion for over-legislation which has been charged against the 
present age, and as an instance of the difficulty of suppressing the 
selfish feelings, even when engaged in the highest duties of man— 
making laws for welfare of our fellow-beings. Whilst the inefficiency 
of severe laws and high penalties are admitted as worse than useless in 
suppressing smuggling, or even in preventing greater crimes, still our 
legislators have gone on to monopolise the pleasures of the field to the 
opulent, by exacting extravagant sums as license to kill game, and then 
when this is found to tempt the less wealthy to disregard the laws, to 
affix high penalties for the breach of a law which almost every person 
considers as bad, and thinks it nocrime to break. I believe at the 
present moment it decrees twenty pounds penalty for killing game 
without a certificate ; but though it isa fact that almost every farmer, 
perhaps almost every reaper, is liable to have this sum levied upon 
them, as none will hesitate to knock a hare down should she come 
across their path, still the severity defeats the end, as none except 
paid informers will give the necessary information. The law 
has been made so very stringent that even the Duke of Richmond is 
reported to have expressed his astonishment at the bungling work of 
the supreme wisdom. Not only is a farmer, who, by the use of a dog 
and a gun, endeavours to keep down the superabundant hares or rab- 


| bits, or the tradesmen who, for the sake of an hour’s recreation, with a 


gun in his hand, accompanies his sporting friend for a single day in 


| the season, deemed as guilty as the wholesale poacher, but any un- 


fortunate being, man or woman, who, seized for a moment with a 
whim of seeing a match with greyhounds, accompanies a friend to 


| the fields, should there be a single dog whose owner is absent, the 
| learned in the law have declared that every person on the field, who 


has not paid duty is, by the letter, deemed guilty of sporting without 


| a certificate, and many persons, under this plea, have been dragged 
| before the commissioners by the inspector of assessed taxes, and obliged 


pay double duty, no joke in times of depression, eight pounds or 
guineas, one-half of which is pocketed by the active official. So much 


| 





for some of the evils. The remedy to me appears to be simply follow- 

ing out the spirit of the act which made the game private property. 

Let the owners but follow this up by leasing the game along with the 

land, and if they require game for their table let the rent be paid 

in kind, which would always cnusure a moderate quantity on the 
ground, as the farmer would have to protect it the same as sheep or 
cattle ; but then the game duties must be reduced to a very moderate 
sum to the occupier, say five shillings ; and yet, as in the case of the 
post office, this will ultimately be no loss to the revenue. Iam con- 
vinced it is only by some such scheme ag this that the present evils 
can be got rid of ; and the plan, at all events, has this recommen- 
dation, it will get the owner free from a large expence for watchers, 
and the tenant froma set of hired selfish mischief makers.—I am, 
Sir, yours obediently, C.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Post Orricr Money Onpers.—Some suggestions have been offer- 
ed for modifying the rates now charged on post office money orders. 
At present 3d is charged for sums not exceeding 2/, and 6d for any 
sum above that amount up to 5/. This rate obviously falls heavily on 
the labouring man who remits a few shillings toa friend at a distance, 
and it is suggested that if the charge were altered to 1d in the pound, 
not only would the burden be more equally distributed, but the use 
of money orders would be extended, to the obvious advantage of the 
Government.—Times. 

Popvutation or tHE West InpiEs.—The population of Antigua, 
as taken by the last census, was 16,722 males, and 19,456 females, 
total 36,178. St Christopher 10,523 males and 12,654 females, total 
23,177. St Vincent the population is 12,600 males and 14,648 females, 
total 27,248. Trinidad the number is 59,815, the males exceeding the 
females by 1611. In Jamaica the returns had not been completed. 
and in Grenada the provisions of the Consus Act renders it necessary 
that the returns should be laid before the Council and Assembly, and 
be approved of by them previously to being published. In St Vincent 
it is stated that considerably more than a fourth of the whole popula- 
tion appears under 10 years of age, and nearly half the population 
under 20 years.—St Lucia Independent Press, August 22. 

Tue Inish Cuanacrer. — Many indolent, do-nothing politicians 
contend that it is of little use to legislate for Ireland, as nothing can 
remedy the greatest evil which afflicts that country—the character of 
its people. Low false this notion is, may be seen from the follow- 
ing testimony borne by Dr Durbin, an American traveller, to the 
habits and dispositions of the Irish in the United States. After de- 
scribing that people at home he says, “ But the Irishman in America 
is another being. With the prospect before him of securing 4 bit of 
land, even a farm and a comfortable home, he soon shakes off his idle 
habits, works as diligently, and saves as carefully as any of his neigh- 
bours. The truth seems to be, then, that nothing but motive is want- 
ing to make the Irish industrious and economical.” 

Wuy Cuear Foop ports NoT MAKE ALL WELL orFr.—Some 
people express a doubt in the soundness of the proposition that cheap 
food is a great benefit ; because, they say, such countries as Russia 
and Ireland, for instance, have cheap food, and are yet in great dis- 
tress. ‘This is easily explained. Cheap food, even in England, does 
not make the infirm, the aged, and those who have no proper resource 
or income, well off ; but though it does not do this, it certainly tends 
to mitigate their sufferings. 1f they are not well off with cheap food, 
they would be worse off with dear food ; and hence, in Ireland, when 
potatoes are dear, there is always danger of a commotion. Cheap 
tood is epecially beneficial to the English, Ivish, and all others who 
are engaged in manufacturing articles which are in great request, by 
which they get more wages, and a better living for the same money. 
The bulk of the people being now able to live cheaper, spend all the 
surplus upon other articles ; and it is those districts that manufacture 
these which especially feel the benefit. So far as their living is con- 
cerned, it is a benefit to the Irish to have cheap food; but if they 
were employed in manufacturing articles which are in request, they 
would then have both cheap food and good wages. Dear food never 
did any country, at any time, any good. Cheap food is always an 
advantage under any circumstances, but of the greatest advantage to 
those districts where capital has fixed itself, and where the people 
are employed in producing the articles which are most in request. 
Lancashire and Yorkshire are now prosperous, not merely from the 
circumstances that they can eat cheap food, but because the cheap- 
ness of food generally has led to a great demand for the articles they 
produce, and consequently they receive not only cheap food them- 
selves, but increased means for purchasing it. The agricultural la- 
borer’s family is benefited by the reduction in the price of his family’s 
food, but he would be more benfited, if he were employed in pro- 
ducing articles which the improved condition of the people lead them 
to want. If, therefore, the Irishman be still poor with cheap food, it 
is not this that makes him poor, but because he lives where there is 
little capital, and little wages; but he would still be worse off if his 
food were dear.—Struggle. 
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POLITICAL EPITOME. 


Tur “Citizen King ” of the French, according to appointment, 
reached Portsmouth on Tuesday, and has since been the quiet and 
unostentatious guest of Queen Victoria at Windsor Castle. Not much 
has transpired of the doings of the Crowned heads ; but what has, is 
detailed with sufficient minuteness in preceding columns. The only 
public appearance, made by Louis Philippe, beyond his personal pre- 
senceand silent acknowledgment of the courtesy, and indeed enthu- 
siasm with which he has‘ been received by the people of this country, 
has been that at Portsmouth, where he received an address of con- 
gratulation from the corporation, and “ improvised ” a very excel- 
lent reply. The Recorder of the borough,—as was fit and seeming 
in such a functionary—asked the monarch for a copy of it. The 
reply was ;—“ I have no copy. My wordsare from the heart.” Such 
an answer is unusual, if not singular, among crowned heads. Ad- 
dresses from the corporations of London and Windsor respectively, 
are the only other public notices at present announced as to be taken 
of Louis Philippe. But, indeed, he is not laying himself out for pub- 
lic notice in the ostentatious way that the Emperor of Russia did. 
If he were, his reception would stand in singular contrast to that of 
the Czar, without the fictitious aid of gold snuff boxes, medals, and 
such like, for though there may be differences of opinion among us 
as to the character of Louis Philippe, there is really none as to 
the character of Nicholas (it being unfavourable), and there are 
very few indeed who do not recognise in the strange and eventful 
life, the capacity of self-reliance, the courage and other virtues of the 
King of the French, substantial claims to public sympathy and ad- 
miration. His Majesty, it is said, leaves our shores on Monday. 

The Quarter’s Revenue has been made public, and elsewhere ap- 
pears in our columns, with the few remarks which it suggests.—Par- 
liament, which stood prorogued to Thursday, the 10th instant, has 
been again prorogued to Thursday the 12th of December next ; but 
it is not likely to meet for the actual transaction of business sooner 
than the usual time (the beginning of February).—Lord Stanley's for- 
mal summons to the House of Peers has been made out, and ap- 
peared in Tuesday’s Gazette.—General Espartero has sent from the 
scene of his exile—the metropolis of our own free country—an 
address to his countrymen, dated the 10th of this month, which was 
the date when the Regency of Spain would have legitimately come 
to an end, and the Queen have been declared of age, vindicating his 
own conduct, and by implication blaming that of those who have suc- 
ceeded to his power. Any vindication of his own only too high 
minded, gentle, and honourable conduct towards men incapable 
of apppreciating it was unnecessary, and unhappily the cha- 
racters of Christina, of Narvaez and their minions are written 
already in characters of blood. The condition of Spain under the 
sway of such characters, and the reflection that so excellent a man as 
Espartero is here an exile banished from his home, fills Englishmen 
at once with feelings of regret and joy,—regret that in Europe there 
should be such blots to our common christianity and civilization as 
Spain presents, joy that with all its faults, and they be many, our own 
country is notso stained.

POSTSCRIPT. 


SATURDAY MORNING, Ocroser 12, 1844. 

Yesterday his Majesty King Louis Philippe was admitted, at 
Court at Windsor, with much pomp and ceremony, as a member 
of the most noble order of the Garter. The guests at dinner were 
more numerous than they have been on any previous day, includ- 
ing all the knights of the order who had assisted at the ceremony 
in the early part of the day. The Mayor and Corporation of Wind- 
sor presented their address to his Majesty in the morning and to - 
day that of London proceeds to the Castle ou the same business. 





_ The Treaty of Peace between France and Morocco is now pub- 
lished. 
There has been a great storm in the Irish Channel during the last 
few days, and some shipwrecks with loss of life are already recorded. 
Meetings of theMedical profession in all parts of the country, inimi- 
cal to Sir James Graham’s bill, continue to be reported. 


EstaBLISHMENT OF MeErRopotiTan Batus.—Yesterday a preli- 
minary meeting of gentlemen took place at the Mansion house—Mr 
Cotton, the governor of the Bank of England, in the chair—for the 
purpose of making arrangements for a public meeting, to take into 
consideration the propriety of establishing warm and cold baths for 
the use of the poor, in some of the most indigent localities about the 
metropolis. Mr Bullar, the honorary secretary, stated that the Bishop 
of London, and several other dignitaries of the Church, as well as 
numbers of influential merchants and bankers, had written an answer 
to the invitations to attend and support resolutions for carrying into 
effect the object of benefiting the necessitous part of the population, 
by supplying them with baths, and the means of washing their 
clothes, that they would most readily attend a general meeting, and 
advocate so admirable a plan. It is contemplated to erect baths and 
washing places in some ot the miserable parts of Westminster, in St 
Giles’s, Saffronhill, §c. §c. ‘The preliminary meeting agreed unani- 
mously that the public meeting should be called for Wednesday next, 
on which day the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor will take the 
chair. It is expected that the meeting will be most numerously 
attended. 

IncenpDIARISM IN SuFFoLK.—(From a Correspondent.)—Incen- 
diarism in this county appears at the present time to be alarmingly 
on the increase. A most destructive fire took place on Wednesday 
last, in the parish of Whepstead, on a farm in the occupation of Mr 
Hlolden. It was discovered in the stack-yard, and in a short time 
10 stacks of different kinds of produce were burning at once, illu- 
minating that part of the country for many miles. This makes the 
fourth incendiary fire which has taken place in the neighbourhood of 
Bury St Edmund's since last Friday—a fire taking place that day at 
Cheveley-park, belonging to the Duke of Rutland; one at Waltham 
de Willows, on Saturday ; another at Hengrave (which we believe 
was extinguished), on Wednesday afternoon; and a fire at Whep- 
stead on the’ evening of the same day. The inhabitants, generally 
speaking, are in a state of great alarm, and the destruction of pro- 
perty is immense. 


Porice Sey SystemM—CLose or THE Inquiry.—The inquiry ordered 
by government respecting the conduct of the constabulary at Shin- 
rone district, King’s County, closed on Thursday. At the close, Mr 
Corballis, Q.C., announced to the counsel and agents on both sides 
that he would, without delay, make his report to the government. 





Tue Suieips Raitway AccipenT.—Aftera minute examination of several 
other witnesses, the jury delivered the following verdict :—** That the de- 
ecased was killed by the Nelson locomotive engine propelling a carriage in 
which was the said John Brown, to and against certain other carriages, 
thereby causing his death, the engine being the property of the Brandling 
Railway Company. Deodand on the engine, 300/.” The jury also expressed 
a strong opinion that the accident was the result of gross negligence and 
mismanagement of the agents of the Company. Considerable interest was 
taken in this unfortunate affair. Mr Alport, the railway manager, Mr Plues, 
director, and Mr Newton, solicitor for the Company, were in attendance; 
and the verdict was received with expressions of satisfaction on behalf of 
the friends of the sufferers. Burrell, another passenger, has since died of 
his injuries, and Greenwell, Gamble, and Young, are still in a precarious 
state,

We this week present a continuance of the monthly table of imports, 
exports, and consumption for the whole kingdom, brought down to 
The last table was given on the 28th ult, bringing down 
these accounts to the 5th of August ; and we had then the pleasure 
of congratulating the country on the general prosperity of which the 
facts contained in those accounts gave evidence ; and we are glad to 
have it in our power to refer to even greater evidences of progress 
during the last month, for which these accounts are completed, as 
shown in the table now furnished. 

In all articles of. consumption the increase in the present account 
is more in proportion than appears in the previous months of the 
year. The clearances for consumption of corn of all kinds, as well as 
flour, have been large in this year as compared with last. ‘They have 
been to September 5th—

On which a very large revenue has accrued. 

In Corrre there is again a greater proportionate increase on the 
covsnmption of the present year. In our last account, to the 5th of 
August, the increase was 462,787 Ibs. 
reached nearly 700,000 Ibs, shewing an increase of 250,000 Ibs in 
one month. The enormously increased import of coffee in the 
present account is worthy of special notice, being upwards of 8,000,000 
lbs—the great increase being on that of British possessions. ‘This 
production is evidently very rapidly becoming more and more con- 
firmed in our possessions, chiefly in the East. The comparison of last 
year with the present, presents a very curious and striking account. 
It will be seen that in 1843 the imports of foreign coffee were about 
50 per cent larger than those of British possessions. In the present 
year they are exactly reversed. 

It will be observed that while the import of foreign coffee has di- 
minished from 20,210,959 Ibs in 1841 to 10,356,798 Ibs in the present 
year, the produce of our colonies has increased from 8,469,825 bs ; in 
the former year to 15,509,819, in the latter year, thus :—

greater ratio than in the former part of the year; but we have in 
another place fully treated on this subject. The consumption of 
Motassrs shows a very great increase upon that of any former 
year, being 401,553 ewts. against 242,818 last year. 

In Tra the account shows a large increase of consumption in the 
month; up to the 5th of August the increase on the year was only 
273,400 Ibs., while, up to 5th of September, it is 685,000 Ibs., 
showing an increase in this single month of more than 300,000 Ibs. 

In Wixe the increase on the eight months is very large, b ing 
more than one million of gallons. The comparison of the presen 
account with the last is nearly the same. ‘These items of Wrye, 
Tra, Sugar, Moiasses, Correr, and Corn, sufficiently explain the 
great increase in the customs’ duties, as showed in the revenue 
accounts now published. 

Raw Marertats.—A large comparative increase has taken place 
in the article of RAW s1LK—also of rLax and nuemp, but the great and 
striking feature still is, sHeep’s woot. In the present account the 
import amounts to 47,822,000 Ibs, being 15,000,000 Ibs more than the 
same period of last year, and 20,000,000 Ibs more than in 1841. We 
intend shortly to give some interesting particulars connected with 
this article. The import of cotton wool is less than last year, owing 
to the short crop. . 

Exports or ManvuracrurEes.—This account contains the same 
flattering aspect that it presented to the 5th of August. During the 
month the exports of cotton goods have risen nearly 2,000,0007, and 
the increase on almost all articles is more than proportionate to the 
time. But, again, the most striking articles are woollens and woollen 
yarns, in which the increase on the eight months nearly reaches 
2,000,0007." In linens, iron, hardware, copper, §c. the increase is 
also very considerable. 

In every respect the month, from August 5th to September 5th, 
which is usually one of the dullest in the year, presents evidences of 
greater activity and more extensive transactions than any former 
month of the year. And with all this increased actual consumption 
and business, it is not the least gratifying feature to see how little 
disposition there is for speculation, or for any material advance in the 
price in all the leading articles.

SUGAR DUTIES AND PROSPECTS OF THE TRADE. 
On the 10th of next month the New Sugar Duties Bill comes 


into operation. 


} For many years past, since our colonies ceased to 


supply a surplus quantity of sugar above our own wants, which 

we had to re-export to the continent, the price of colonial sugar 
‘ heen ra etioen | al ; ] é ; . ‘ 

has been practicaliy altogether independent of the price of that of 


foreign growth; the difference between the actual duties, having 
operated as a strict prohibition against the introduction of the 


latter into consumption.

The New Sugar Bill will practically restore the influence of all | 
sugar of foreign produce over that of our colonial growth ; for, 
though it contemplates only the introduction of sugar produced | 
by free labour, yet as that sugar is sold in competition with all | 
other foreign sugar in other markets, and for our bonded refineries, 
any changes which take place in its value under our new law must 
exert an influence over all foreign sugars. And the further 
changes in these duties which the Government has intimated its 
intention of proposing (and no doubt carrying into effect) during 
the next session, will have the effect of bringing colonial and foreign 
sugars still more under the influence of each other; for any very 
material reduction of the duty on all kinds cannot fail to pro- 
duce a general increase of conswmption, which must in a great 
measure be supplied from sugar of foreign growth. It therefore 
seems now an important duty on the part of all practically inte- | 
rested in the production and trade of sugar, to institute a careful 
inquiry into the present relative position and future prospects of 
these different growths of sugar, and more particularly of the im- 
mediate effects of the new bill. Such an inquiry carefully insti- 
tuted will not only prevent unnecessary losses, from a misappre- 
hension of the eflects of this bill, but will probably be beneficial 
to the interests of the consumer, by preventing any curtailment of 
production under such erroneous apprehensions. 


We will first institute an inquiry into the present state of the 
During the whole of this year this trade 
laboured under the great disadvantage imseparable from 
known contemplated changes in the rates of duty. From the 
commencement of the year there arose a strong and general im- 
pression that a material change would be proposed to facilitate 
the introduction of foreign sugars into consumption, and, with 
many, that a reduction of the duty on colonial sugar would at the | 
same time take place, And after Parliament had met, and es- | 
pecially after the debate on Mr Labouchere’s motion in Feb., the 
impression, that some important change wascontemplated, amount- 
ed to a conviction. Now, though such a belief cannot act 

on the actual consumption of sugar in the country, as far as the | 
public are individually concerned, yet it never fails to affect the 
demand from the importer and wholesale dealer. When an im- 
pression gains ground that an article is likely to be cheaper in 
consequence of a reduction of duty, it causes all the dealers m the 
article to reduce their stocks to the lowest possible point at which 
they can conduct their business, and to retain them at that point. 
And when we consider the many thousands of retail dealers in 
sugar, manufacturers of confectionery, and the various uses to | 
which sugar is applied, it is evident that the difference be- 
tween each holding a full stock or a scanty stock must produce an 
immense effect on the deliveries from the warehouses while the 
change is taking place; and the increased facilities which railways 
and steam-boats afford of rapid supply to the most distant places 
in the kingdom, from the points of import, tend materially to give 
increased efiect to a reduction of stocks when such a reason exists. 
Thus mere opinion, without any immediate relation to actual sup- 
ply and consumption, will often act on prices by affecting the de- 
mand from the importer; and thus we find that, in the early part 
of this year, although there were innumerable general indications 
of a great improvement in the condition of the country, which 
ought to have been accompanied by an increased consumption of 
sugar, the deliveries from bond actually diminished from January 
to April, in comparison with the preceding year, by 122,482 cwts, 
having been as follows for the whole kingdom :—

We frequently, in the early part of the year, referred to this fact, 
and also to the cause; and we think it must be abundantly evident 
to every one that the reduction apparent in the deliveries from 
bond was caused by a diminishing stock in second hands, and not 
by a curtailed actual con umption. But there is a certain point 
below which these stocks cannot be reduced to supply a given 
consumption; and, therefore, although the Sugar Bill, when pass- 
ed, had only a prospective efiect, and although the same induce- 
ments continued to keep stocks as small as possible, until the new 
bill comes into operation, which, up to this time has been done; 
vet, when once reduced to the lowest point, then the deliveries 
from bond formed as accurate a comparison with the previous 
year, of the actual consumption, as if no disturbance had taken 
place. 

The reduction of stocks in dealers’ and retailers’ hands had pro- 
bably reached the lowest point in April, at which time we may 
safely say that this reduction was equal to the difference of the de- 
liveries of the two years—viz. 122,482 cwis. From that period, 
though we have every reason to believe that stocks have been 
everywhere continued on the same low scale, yet the deliveries 
from bond have gradually increased, which must have arisen from 
an increase of actual consumption. ‘Thus, at the end of the next 
three months from April (on the 5th of July), we find the compa- 
rison thus—

And thus, within two months, we find the apparent deficiency of 
88,473 ewts converted into an increase of 71,015 ewts in favour of 
the consumption of this year. Our belief is that there has been 
all the year an increase of actual consumption, and that the appa- 
rent reduction in the early part arose only from a diminution of 
stocks ; and we have every reason to believe that stocks are kept 
down at this lowest point, especially as the time approaches when 
| the new bill is to come into effect. 

If this be so, then it must be evident that the actual consump- 
| tion of this year to the 5th of September must have been, in round 
numbers, 200,000 cwts more than last year, of which 71,015 ewts 
have been taken from the bonded stocks, and the remainder in 
diminution of private duty-paid stocks; and this will not appear 
much, when it is considered that the number engaged in the gro- 
cery, confectionery, refinery, and other trades requiring to keep 
stocks of sugar, amount, by the late census returns for the United 
Kingdom, to upwards of fifty-thousand persons. We will there- 
fore assume that these considerations render two points undeni- 
able, viz., that the present rate of consump tion is considerably 
greater, and that che stocks in second hands is considerably less, 
than at the same time last year; and, in order to afi ford a compa- 
rison of the actual supply and deliveries of the sam period in for- 
mer years, we have constructed the following tal ile, from official 
documents, showing the imports and clearances for consumption 
of colonial sugar for the first eight months of the last nine years, 
by which it will be seen that in no year have the deliveries been 
equal to the present, notwithstanding the apparent deficiency in 
the early part, since 1838, in which year, however, the import was 
700,000 ewts more, and the price ruled about 5 per cent lower

From the consideration of the comparative consumption we 
would next refer to that of supply, in respect to which the Custom 
house accounts are an unerring test as far as regards arrivals. 
The only point in which any difficulty exists is as to the eompara- 
tive stocks on hand. On the Ist of January 1843, the stock in 
bond of colonial sugar in Great Britain was computed at 830,000 
ewts (see Economist, No. 39, page 822), ‘and on the Ist January 
1844, at 808,000 ewts (see Economist, No. 22, page 433); and the 
private duty-paid stocks may fairly he considered to have been

We are, however, disposed to expect a larger supply during the 
current four months than in the same period of last year, for our 
advices from Calcutta, by the last Overland mail, show us that, dur- 
ing the months of May and June, the shipments of sugar had been 
larger this year than in the two preceding, but not so large as in 
1841, all of which must arrive during the period in question.

By referring to the imports of East India sugar in the above 
table, for the last four months of these three years, it will be found 
that they vary much in the same proportionas the variation shown m 
the May and June shipments; and it will be seen that they were 
unusually small last year. We are, therefore, disposed to expect 
an additional quantity of 50,000 to 70,000 ewts, during these four 
months, from this quarter ; and, in place of 284,056 ewts imported 
in the last four months of last year, we expect at least 340,000 to 
350,000 ewts in the present year; while, on the other hand, the 
consumption going on at the rate recently shown will more than 
counterbalance this increase. 

From these tables already given, it may be very useful to see 
what has been the supply and consumption of the last nine years, 
from the 5th of September each year to the same period of the 
following year, when the great bulk of the crop had arrived.

This table shews that, while the supply for the year ending 5th 
of September is considerably less than any former year, except 
1840, when the price was 57s 10d per cwt, the consumption has 
been greater than in any year since 1838, when the price was only 
29s 2d per cwt; and, moreover, that the consumption has been 
greater than the supply by 335,305 ewts.

First, That the consumption of the present year is greater than 
that of any former year since the large supply and low prices of 
1838. ; 

Second, That the imports for the first eight months of the pre- 
sent year are upwards of 300,000 ewts less than the corresponding 
period of last year, and less than any former year except 1840, 
when great scarcity prevailed, and the price in bond was upwards 
of 50s per ewt. 

Third, That the imports for the remainder of this season, as far 
as regards West India and Mauritius produce, may be expected 
not to exceed the supply during the same period of last year, 
while about 50,000 to 70,000 ewts additional may be expected 
from India. 

Fourth, That a comparison of the yearly supply and consump- 
tion, from 5th September 1843 to 5th ultimo, shows a deficiency 
in that of this year of 410,000 cwts, and an increase in the con- 
sumption of 219,000 ewts as compared with last year. 

Fifth, That this supply of the year (September to September) 
has been 335,000 ewts less than the consumption. _ 

Sixth, That the present stock in bond is less than in any of the 
former years, except 1840, when the price was 25s higher. 

Seventh, That there is every reason to believe that the stocks 
in dealers’ and retailers’ hands have been reduced, and are kept at 
the lowest possible point ; and, 

Seventh, That notwithstanding all those established facts, the 
price is now lower than in any of the former years quoted, except 
1838, when the import had been, in the year, 700,000 cwts greater 
than in the present instance. 

These singular combinations of circumstances can only be ac- 
counted for by the great effect which the fear of the operation of 
the new bill must have had upon importers on the one hand, causing 
them to press their goods more quickly to market, and by the trade 
on the other hand, retaining smaller stocks than usual ; and these 
two effects have resulted in a lower price and larger consumption. 
Certain it is, that in no former year have arrivals so rapidly 
passed into consumption as in the present. But for the effect 
which the new bill has exercised on opinion, there can be nodoubt 
that during the present year sugar would have been at a high 
scarcity price. We will now consider what the first effect of the 
new bill will be, and the general state of the foreign sugar market. 





THE NEW SUGAR DUTIES—THE FOREIGN SUGAR 


MARKETS. 
We have often urged the great disadvantage, when changes 
of duties have been determined upon, im_ effecting such 


changes gradually, or by any lengthened notice. All experience 
proves the truth of the principle, that it is to the best interest of 
all parties that all changes in duties should be made instanta- 
neously—that prolonged time, or previous notice, mjures a trade 
as much or more by the lessening of business, and the reduction of 
price in anticipation (which is often more than the real reduction 
ultimately proves to be), than an immediate application of lower 
rates of duty. This effect has been strongly illustrated during the 
last year in the case of sugar. The leaders of the present Govern- 
ment have indeed on several occasions expressed their full belief 
in this principle ; recent experience in the case of the timber du- 
ties fully confirms it. / 

But acknowledging this principle, it was said that some circum- 
stances peculiar to the sugar duties prevented its application, and 
rendered it needful to pursue a different policy. In the first place 
Ministers determined upon admitting only free labour sugar at a 
lower duty—a point which we have often and sufficiently discussed 
without again referring to it in this place. That decision tied up 
their hands until the expiring of the Brazilian treaty on the 10th 
of November, by which treaty Brazil-produce is entitled to be 
taken into consumption at the lowest foreign duty. That being 
the case, necessarily postponed the time when any change could 
be made to the month of November, when parliament would not 
be sitting. Next, the only countries from which the Government 
contemplated the introduction of free-labour sugar, were Java, 
Manilla, and China; and having decided that shipments must be 
accompanied by certificates of origin, it was obviously needful to 
appoint officers to grant such. Then, these countries being at a 
great distance, a long time became requisite before any supplies 
could be expected under the new bill. The Government, and we 
think rightly, contended that if a reduction was made in the duty 
on colonial sugar simultaneously with that on such foreign sugar, 
the effect would only be, during the interim that elapsed before 
any additional supplies of foreign sugar could arrive, to sacrifice so 
much reveuue, while the consumer would not be benefitted. Still 
we think the difficulty might have been obviated, had the whole 
change been made simultaneously, by admitting under the new 
law, without certificate, all sugar which had been imported from 
those places, and which was then on the way, for a limited period, 
until in fact the new regulations could take effect; for in that 
case, as imports would have taken place, and shipments made in 
ignorance of the intention of the Government, no inducement to 
fraud would have existed, either when the ships left Java, or the 
entries were made here of stock in bond. However, we have now 
to deal with matters as they are. 
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The new law comes into operation on the 10th of November, 
one month hence; but we cannot expect one pound of sugar under 
its provisions before the month of March, and extremely little 
before the month of September next year. Shipments from those 
countries must be accompanied with certificates of origin. The 
consul appointed to Manilla for that purpose left this with the 
overland mail of July, and by the same opportunity power was 
sent to certain resident merchants in Java to grant such certifi- 
cates, the Dutch government having refused to permit the ap- 
pointment of a consul. 

The very earliest time when these functionaries will be able to 
grant certificates will, therefore, be towards the end of the present 
month, and it may be safely said that in neither case could ship- 
ments leave there before the Ist of November, and would not, 
therefore, arrive here before next March. But then comes ano- 
ther consideration. The great shipping season from both places 
is between the months of May and September, in which latter 
month shipments are nearly brought to a close, at least as far as re- 
gards the great bulk of the crop. Our functionaries will, therefore, 
be in a condition to grant certificates just at the close of the sea- 
son, when shipments have been nearly completed, and their duties 
will, consequently, not be exercised to an extent worth consider- 
ing before the next crop is ready for shipment in May, and which 
will not arrive earlier than August and September, 1845. It may 
be that in some cases shipments may have been detained later 
than usual, in consequence of advices sent from this at an earlier 
period, but that cannot be so to such an extent as will materially 
alter the general case. In March at the soonest may we look for 
any arrivals of certified sugar, and then only very small quantities 
until August and September; so that, as far as future supply is 
concerned, from these quarters they must be left altogether out 
of the question until March, and for any quantity that could in- 
fluence the market until August at earliest. 

It may be well that we should now glance at the state of the 
foreign sugar market, in order to see what effect the introduction 
of foreign sugar is likely to have when the time comes, for the 
opinion of the effect to be then produced will not fail more mate- 
rially to affect the markets in the interim, than any other cir- 
cumstance. 

The stocks of foreign sugars have decreased throughout Europe 
even more than those of colonial sugars in this country. The im- 
ports of foreign sugar into this country, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to the table of imports for the whole kingdom, have been to 
the 5th of September this year and three preceding :—

In Holland the deficiency of supply is felt, and the price has risen 
in consequence. In Antwerp and in Hamburgh the same has 
taken place ; and while the supply of foreign sugars have been 
unequal to the demand, the cultivation of beet-root sugar has been 
generally curtailed, and particularly so in France. The high price 
of other agricultural produce throughout Europe for the last five 
years, and the very low price to which sugar has been reduced, 
ave tended generally to curtail the production of beet-root sugar, 
while recently there 1s no doubt the consumption has generally 
increased. By reference to our monthly statement of the stocks 
of sugar in the six principal markets of Europe, in another part of 
this paper, viz., England, Holland, Antwerp, Hamburgh, Trieste, 
and Havre, the following extraordinary reduction will be seen :—

And notwithstanding this great reduction of stock of 500,000 ewts, 
as compared with the last year, the price has not advanced more 

than 1s 6d per cwt on the average. 

The crop in Cuba has been large, but the unusual demand for 
the United States and Spain has taken the great portion of the 
increased supply, and to most of the other European markets it 
has been less than last year. The last mail brought from this 
important source of supply the following statement of their ship- 
ments for this year :—

Of the growing crop the advices say— 

“The prospects for the next crop continue bad, and a large deficiency 
seems inevitable. New sugars will also,no doubt, be very late in making 
their appearance at murket.” 


And another account says— 

“ With regard§to the extent of ’the next crops of sugar and coffee, a va- 
riety of opinions exists, but that which represents them as likely to be short 
approaches undoubtedly nearest to the truth. From some parts of the 
island accounts are again received of rain being very much wanted.” 

Taking, therefore, a general view of the foreign sugar market, 
and especially in relation to the very reduced state of the stocks 
in Europe, and the increase of consumption, owing to the im- 
proved condition of the people generally, we cannot but think 
it highly probable that the late slight advance will be followed for 
some months to come by a very considerable further advance ; 
and certainly, with the existing small stocks, when any considerable 
quantity is directed into British consumption, it will not fail to 
have an important effect in raising the price of foreign sugar ge- 
nerally. ‘The present difference between the corresponding quali- 
ties of foreign and colonial sugars in bond may be called 13s per 
ewt, the relative prices being 19s and 32s per cwt. 

When the new bill is fairly in operation, we do not expect that 
practically a greater difference will be maintained than about 9s 
per cwt between foreign sugar admissable for consumption, and 
colonial sugar, although the difference of the duty is really 10s 6d. 
But there are many considerations which will induce the buyers 
for the home trade to pay more for foreign sugar in bond. A con- 
siderable portion ofthe purchases made in London are removed 
coastwise in bond, and the duty is paid as it is required for con- 
sumption. Now, if a buyer had the option of purchasing sugar 
at 20s, subject to a duty of 34s per cwt, and a similar article, 
subject to a duty of 24s per cwt, there are many motives 
which would induce him to purchase the former, even at a higher 
rate. First, The sea risk and insurance is less on the same quan- 
tity by one-third. Second, The brokerage on purchasing would 
be one-third less, if bought in bond. Third, The capital required 
to purchase the same quantity would be one-third less, the diffe- 
rence being paid in the form of duty when wanted for sale. 

Fourth.—As sugar 1s frequently re-bonded in the outports, and 
cleared by instalments as actually required for consumption, the 
loss of interest on stock in hand on the sugar worth 30s per 
ewt in bond, would be one half more than on that worth only 20s 
per cwt; and another convenience would apply to the latter stock, 
it would be equally useful to clear for ships-stores free of duty, or 
to clear for general home consumption, as the dealers required. 

All these advantages we have seen closely calculated, and may 
be fairly computed as equal to 1s 6d per cwt, so that we believe 
ultimately, with a difference of 10s 6d, with the 5 per cent, on the 
duty nominally, the actual market difference will not exceed 9s 
per cwt ; so that we consider the present relative difference be- 
tween foreign and colonial sugars at least 4s per cwt more than 
will be maintained when the law comes into full effect. But from 
present appearances foreign sugars are much more likely to rise 
up to the required point, if not considerably higher, than are colo- 
nial net Was at any time, with the proposed new duties, 
to sink below their present rate, until the general production of 
sugar in the whole world shall have materially increased. 

With the general view of colonial sugars which we have pre- 
sented, it might appear highly probable that between this period 
and August next a very considerable advance in price might be 
anticipated. Without any interference with the existing duties, 
we have little doubt that the present average price of Muscovado 
sugars would have been at least 40s per cwt; and looking 
only to the interference which has already taken place we 
would look for some improvement in price ; but when it is consi- 
dered that another and far more important reduction of duty is 
contemplated in the next session of parliament, we cannot but ex- 
pect that buyers will continue to keep the smallest possible stocks, 
and confine their purchases to immediate and pressing wants ; 
but as they have already so long done so, there is no proba- 
bility that that cause will lessen the deliveries ; yet it will effec- 
tually prevent any very important increase till after the new duties 
of next session come into operation, which will no doubt be on a 
greatly reduced scale to the present rates, though preserving the same 
difference. As circumstances are, the increased supply expected 
from India during the current four months of about 50,000 to 70,000 
ewts, and the arrivals from the Mauritius in the early part of the 
year, if as abundant as has been represented, may prevent common 
or low qualities from rising muchif at all above the present rates, but 
we think it will be difficult to prevent an advance on the better quali- 
ties of West India during the first months of the year. Later in 
the year, when more plentiful arrivals from the East may be looked 
for, the new and reduced scale of duties will come into operation, 
and by the increased consumption, consequent on the lower price, 
will no doubt have a tendency to increase the price in bond of all 
sugars, and thus counteract the effect which the increased supply 
of foreign sugar might be expected to exercise over the value of 
colonial sugars. 

Our object has been to lay before our readers a faithful view of 
the intricate circumstances and considerations connected with this 
article at this important time, when we are passing from a system 
of absolute practical prohibition against foreign sugars to one of a 
limited competition ; and in doing so, we have been guided only by 
the most impartial motives,

The above table shows, since the beginning of last month, a decrease 
of stock, which is inconsiderable for B. P., but very large for foreign 
descriptions ; compared with former years there isa very material 
deficiency in both. The principal importation of foreign sugar from 
the last crops into Europe has now already taken place ; we cannot 
therefore expect any change in the position of those descriptions, as 
regards stocks, before the new crops come in, and they are likely to be 
rather later than the last season; under these circumstances prices 
have tightened both here and on the continent, and an inclination to 
purchase prevails. Transactions in our market have been limited as 
to parcels on the spot, but what has been done was at extreme prices, 
without which our holders will not sell. Transactions in floating 
cargoes on the other hand have been numerous, viz.— Havana brown 
and yellow, 20s to 22s ; Bahia white, 23s, brown 18s 3d to 18s 6d ; 
these prices establish an improvement for Havana of Is 6d to 2s, for 
white Bahia of Is per ewt, for brown only a trifling advance, all upon 
the lowest rates which ruled in July. Compared with last year, 
prices on the spot are about 10 per cent higher for yellow Havana, and 
but little in advance for any other description of foreign sugar. 

The bonded refineries in London are fully at work, and increasing 
their activity, the prices of the manufactured being still improving, 
and the demand excellent. 

Of British Plantation sugar there have been duty paid, during the 
first nine months of 1844, 2,830,000 cwt, against 2,720,000 ewt in 1843. 
The value notwithstanding this increase has not advanced.

The imports of coffee into Europe have been considerable last 
month, particularly from the Brazils; the quantity taken out of the 
ports has on the other hand been less than usual ; consequently stocks 
in our table appear larger, while they are generally stated to be light 
in the interior of the continent. The consumption is everywhere going 
on satisfactorily, and the supply from the forthcoming crops is stated to 
be less than from the preceding ones. From the Brazils no essential 
increase is expected ; from Cuba a quantity much short of the last ; 
and in Java the crop is stated to have suffered, though it is not ascer- 
tained to what extent. The value of foreign coffee having again re- 
ceded, is now onlyten per cent above the currency of the same period 
of the last year, and lower than in both previous years. 

The value of British plantation coffee has undergone a reduction 
since last month, even larger than that of foreign, and the demand 
for both remains languid. The deliveries of coffee in this country 
for home consumption for the first nine months of 1844, amount to 
9,000 tons against 8,650 tous in 1843. 





WEEKLY SUMMARY. 
FRIDAY . 
West Ixpirs.—The packet bring us files of papers and letters from 
Jamaica to the 9th of September, Demerara the 2d, and Barbadoes 
the 4th of that month. The subject of the new sugar duties conti- 
nued to engross much attention, and great pleasure and hope is 
evinced from the expected law, for the encouragement of emigration. 
To this subject we intend shortiy to devote an article. It is not ex- 
pected that the new Assembly in Jamaica will look so favourably on 
the subject of immigration, especially of Coolies from India. ‘Uhe ac- 
counts of the growing crop are favourable.

There have also been arrivals from SypNeEyY, bringing accounts 
to the 5th of June, and from the Carr to the 27th of July, but 
the accounts are in no respect important. 





Raitway anp Snare Manket.— A large business has been done 
during the week, and new undertakings are daily being presented 
to the public. Speculation appears to be confined exclusively to 
this channel, and the railways already under operation, it is said, 
will absorb upwards of eleven millions sterling; and those newly 
proposed with a prospect of being carried into effect, will absorb 
even a much larger sum. ‘The traffic, however, on the chief lines 
continues to be very extensive, and with every prospect of further 
increasing with the increase of mercantile activity. 

We are glad to see extensions proposed throughout Ireland, as 
nothing could tend more to improve the condition of that country 
than railways, to bring the produce from distant parts to the ports 
on the Eastern Coast. 

InpiGo.—The quarierly sales commenced on the 8th instant. The eata- 
logue contains a total of 12.942 chests, viz..—11.618 chs Benyal and similar 
sorts, 769 chs Oude, 794 chs Kurpah, 288 clis Madras, 26 chs Manilla, 10 elis 
Java, and 40 chs Bombay figs. On the first day there was, as usual, no anima- 
tion, and little more than one half of the quantity offered was sold. Sinee 
that day, however, there has heen an improvement in the features of the 
sale, the buyers lave acted with more confidence. The importers, on the 
other hand, have withdrawn large parcels ; but have more freely met the 
buyers on such goods as were offered. Good and middling shipping Ben- 
gals of favourite marks have obtained rather iniproved prices, but consum- 
ing descriptions have gone rather lower. §S good and fine shipping 
Kurpahs sold unevenly at an average of 4d reduction on July rates. Ordi- 
nary Kurpah, Madras, and Oudes at 2d to 8d below July. To this day 3,127

386 Spanish, $12 German and Russia, 
and 2224 Buenos Ayres, Peru, Barbary, &c. There was a fair attendance of 
buyers, and the general result that the finer clases of colonial have de- 
eidedly maintained their price, but that middling and low have not been so 
well sustained, particularly those parcels that were not in good condition, 
Australian lambs were not so buoyant of sale as at the former series. The 
better classes of East India wool still continue in much favour. Pending 
the sales, a feeling prevailed that prices would not be maintain d until the 
close ; but the assurance given that the importers would keep back the 
new arrivals for the next series, until the commencement of the new year, 
re-inspired the buyers with confidence and produced the most 
ficial results, Spanish wool was in fair demand, and realised much the 
same prices as at the previous series, the bulk being sold from Is 6d to 1s 9d 
The German wood fetched from 11d to Is 6d per Ib, being princi- 
pally skin wool of a low description. Brook-washed Odessa sold at Is to Is

SMITHFIELD CATTLE MARKET. 

Monpay, OcTopeR 7.—We have again to report the 
arrival of a very extensive supply of beasts from the 
whole of our grazing dstricts, bu® the quality of the 
stock was inferior to the corresponding periods of many 
preceding years. These large receipts may be be chiefly 
attributed to the want of adequate quantities of fodder. 
Although there was a fair number of buyers in attendance 
the beef trade was dull. The few prime Scots offering 
were, however, mostly disposed of at from 3s 8d to 3s 10d 
per 8lbs; but those of all other breeds suffered an abate 
ment of quite 2d per 8lbs, and nearly 400 head left the 
market unsold. 

One of the most important features connected with the 
new tariff is the almost daily increasing imports of foreign 
sheep, which have consisted during the past week, of 60 
head for London, and 100 at the outports, from Rotter- 
dam and Hamburgh. These imports, together with those 
previously advised, make a total for the present year of 
about 500 head. The receipts of beasts, since this day 
se’ennight, have amounted to about 90 head from the 
above mentioned ports; but in their quality, as well as 
that of the sheep, no improvement worthy of notice can 
be reported. The foreign stock on sale to-day comprised 
15 beasts and 20 sheep. The former sold at from 16/ 
10s to 18/; the latter, 24s to 29s per head, 

The numbers of sheep were again very large, owing to 
which the mutton trade was excessively heavy. A few of 
the primest downs produced 4s per 8lbs, but the value of 
all other kinds of sheep was decidedly lower. 

There was a very dull sale for calves, the supply of 
which was rather scanty, at barely last week’s currencies.
